and  unification,  the  structure  is  almost  out  of  date  already. 

The  overwhelming  desire  on  campus  is  for  a  single  unified  structure  fur  all 
academic  departments  Thechancdlnr  has  indicated  he  will  hire  a  single  dean  of 
(acuities  who  will  operate  within  a  unified  administrative  structure.  Faculty 
groups  have  been  calling  for  unification  for  better  than  a  year. 

The  Task  Force  on  Academic  struct  ure  has  shown  itself  to  be  in  tune  with  this 
feeling.  Its  proposed  structure,  released  November  20,  would  integrate  all  I.U.  and 
Purdue  departments  into  ;i  single  structure  of  nine  centers.  Each  center  would  be 
composed  of  related  departments,  with  at  least  one  I.U.  and  one  Purdue 
department  in  each  center.  The  (ask  force's  intent  was  to  speed  up  unification  by 
doing  this. 

The  center  concept  is  a  new  and  untried  one.  The  proposal  takes  this  into 
account  by  requiring  reevflluation  of  the  concept  during  its  first  three  years.  At 
that  point  in  time  (he  structure  would  be  made  permanent  or  changed. 

The  proposal  will  receive  opposition  because  of  its  newness,  and  this  opposition 
Should  be  given  careful  consideration  Others  will  oppose  the  questionable 
placement  of  Specific  departments,  notably  economics  and  biology.  In  certain 
centers,  but  the  task  force  has  also  made  provision  for  amending  Us  placemen! 
decisions. 

All  in  all,  the  proposal  should  fare  well  because  of  its  flexibility  and  Its 
temporary  trial  nature  But  whether  i(  is  accepted  or  rejected,  we  hope  that  its 
giant  step  for  unification  is  not  lost.

undue  hardship  The  original  deadlines  were  set  up  to  insure  that  all  processing  ol 
advance  registrai  inns  would  he  completed  before  the  university's  proposed  holiday 
shutdown  The  shutdown  had  been  planned  as  an  energy-saving  measure,  but 
officials  had  since  determined  that  such  a  move  was  not  practical. 

Realizing  this,  Schwartz  made  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  bursar's 
office  to  extend  the  payment  deadlines.  He  didn't  spend  days  on  the  phone  trying  to 
get  approval  from  Bloomington  and  West  Lafayette  and  he  didn't  form  a 
committee  to  study  the  matter.  He  knew  the  circumstances,  got  the  facta,  and 
acted,  thereby  averting  a  possible  financial  crisis  for  some  students. 

We  hope  that  Chancellor  Schwartz's  response  to  this  problem  1b  representative 
of  the  way  he  plans  to  deal  with  similar  difficulties  In  the  future.
